Reform could trigger 
more retirements 


Change in plan eliminates 
some financial incentive 
to defer retirement

At 64, Jim Aulbaugh has long 
been eligible to retire from Dallas 


Fire-Rescue. He loved working too 
much to call it quits, but he says he 
might have to now. 

A new state law aimed at fixing 
the ailing pension fund contains a 
provision — a vestigial part of the 
original proposed fix — that could 
cause him and dozens of other po- 
lice and firefighters to finally leave 
their shrinking departments in

The provision limits the amount 
of time police and firefighters can 
continue to receive credit in the 
Deferred Retirement Option Plan, 
known as DROP, to 10 years as of 
Jan. 1. That means first responders 
like Aulbaugh, who has 12 years in

Crime scene transformed into memorial as town’s sorrow turns into resolve

SUTHERLAND SPRINGS — 
The sprawling white tent was al- 
ready packed with hundreds of 
mourners Sunday, some of them 
spilling outside beneath an over- 
cast sky, by the time Frank Pomeroy, 
the pastor of First Baptist Church 


of Sutherland Springs, took to the 
stage. He stood in front of a wooden 
cross wrapped in holiday lights. 

At this moment a week earlier, 
with Pomeroy out of town, Devin 
Kelley entered the small white 
church and started shooting mem- 
bers of the pastor’s beloved con- 
gregation with an assault-style ri-

fle. Twenty-six of them, including 
a pregnant woman’s unborn child, 
would die in the massacre. 

In a tent erected on a baseball 
field a few blocks away, Pomeroy 
was again preaching, this time to a 
far larger congregation made up of 
victims, their family members, lo- 
cals and outsiders who arrived from 


around the region to show their sup- 
port for this tiny, heartbroken town. 

“I know the name of every single 
person who lost their life that day, 
some of which were my best friends, 
and my daughter? Pomeroy said, 
pausing to hold back tears as the

rattle

‘incredibly damaging’

WASHINGTON — Jake Wil- 
liams awoke in April in an Orlando, 
Fla., hotel where he was leading a 
training session. Checking Twitter, 
the cybersecurity expert was dis- 
mayed to discover that he had been 
thrust into the middle of one of the 
worst security debacles ever to be- 
fall U.S. intelligence. 

Williams had written on his 
company blog about the Shadow 
Brokers, a mysterious group that 
had somehow obtained many of 
the hacking tools the United States 
used to spy on other countries. 
Now the group had replied in an 
angry screed on Twitter. It identi- 
fied him — correctly — as a former 
member of the National Security 
Agency’s hacking group, Tailored 
Access Operations, or TAO, a job 
he had not publicly disclosed. Then 
the Shadow Brokers astonished him 
by dropping technical details that 
made clear they knew about highly 
classified hacking operations that 
he had conducted. 

America’s largest and most se- 
cretive intelligence agency had been 
deeply infiltrated. 

“They had operational insight 
that even most of my fellow op- 
erators at TAO did not have,” said
